at least a part of a fiber protein of a first adenovirus serotype[ providing] , said at least a part 
of a fiber protein adapted to provide the chimeric [virus] adenovirus with a desired [host range] 
tropism to a plurality of target cells in a host: and ^ 

at least a part of a penton or hexori protein from a second adenovirus serotype , the second 
adenovirus serotype having a lower relative tropism to the plurality of target cells than that of the
